to Take nndr^peratc the/Conl 

Mines of Feiiusylrautn. 

A speedy, certain settlement of the cost 
strike could be secured' through the exerr 
ctseoE the power o£* eminent domain, ac- 
cording to Attorney • Theodore G, Case and 
John T. Murray, of Chicago. / 

In an article prepared for the presB, the 
lawyers say, in part: ■ 

"Can a corporation or on individual own- 
ing land which produces a. commodity 
necessary for the welfare o£ the general 
public, refuse the public the use of such 
commodity? 

>'Tbis question is suggested by the coal 
strike, which has made it - impossible for 
the-public to purchase at any price, or 
rather at a prohibitive price, anthracite 
coal, a commodity which, in tbiB country , 
is as necessary to- the general public as 
water, natural gas," artificial light or trans- 
portation.: 

"No reasonable person would seriously 
contend. that a corporation owing and con- 
trolling a water reservoir adjacent to and 
supplying a large city with its drinking 
water, would have a legal right to close tbe 
reservoir and deprive tbe public of the use 
of the water. Such a corporation could not 
be heard to say that it costs too. much 
money to operate the reservoir or excuse 
itself from the manifet duty it owed to the 
public by asserting that it could not hire 
men to operate the reservoir at a figure 
sufficiently low to insure a profit satisfac- 
tory to the stockholders.

For the information of those not familiar 
with newBpnpjgr work it may be interesting 
for them -'tdX'know that newspapers are - 
printed for the same reason tbut.skoes.ahd 
furniture and bate are made— to sell to ■ 
provide an income for. those jriio. invest , 
their money. The columns, of the. news- ;: 
paper are its wares, and the use of them' is - 
sold to persona in other lines of husiness ' 
who desire to' advertise their special warea : 
The revenue received from advertisements . 
— display and local readers^-is : what sus- 
tains a newspaper, just as the profits that 
thecrocer makes on his goods enables him 
to live and continue business. 

Probably^ no men in business ore more 
liberal thanibe publishers of newspapers. 
Column after column of gratuitioos adver- 
tising is done for church and charitableen- 
tertuinment, secret society socials, .amuse- 
menh3,*-«tc t1 so that many- persons: have 
conceived the idea that . the newspaper 
should deem it nTprivilege -to tell tbe pub- 
lic, of their- nice little schema to make 
money ioftheir organizations.

CralBlnitantly Killed, 
The awe-stricken crowd which witness- 
ed the accident rushed to the President's 
carriage, but with no expectation that 
he would be found alive. The President 
was cut on the right side of his chin nnd 
his face. 

Secret Service Agent William Craig 
was killed outright, and D. J, Pratt, the 
driver ot the coach, sustained a fracture 
la the skull which later caused death. 

The conch, which was a regulation tnl- 
ly-ho vehicle, was struck by an electric 
car on the Pitlnfield and Lenox street 
railway at about 0:30 o'clock. The acci- 
dent happened at a point about a mllo 
and a half from Lenox near the Pitts- 
fieSd Country Club bouse wMlo the Presi- 
dent nnd his party were enjoying a coach- 
ing trip from Dalton, Gov. Crane's home, 
whero the President Bpent the night, to 
Lenox, a distance of about twenty miles 
over the Berks-biro hills. The car was 
In clmrgQ of Motorman Luke J. Madden 
on the front platform, 
. The enr struck the coach In tho rear 
a'nd smashed In the 
back of the vehicle, 
tipping it over end 
throwing Its occu- 
pants to the ground. 
The car wag not 
badly damaged. Mo> 
toruifin Madden 
and Conductor. Kel- 
ly were at once ar- 
rested and taken to 
Plltsfielfl. Pratt, 
the driver of the 
coach, also wni 
taken there and 
placed In the Plttsfletd hospital. 

Cortel jon Also Hurt. 

The President, who in falling from tha 
coach sustained only slight bruises and 
a few scratches, and Secretary George 
B, Cortelyou, who 'Buffered In a manner 
similar to thnt of the President with the 
exception thnt ha was cut on tho head, 
with, the other members of the pnrty, 
wont lo the Country Club neor by, where 
their wounds were dressed; 

Ja a short time they proceeded to the 
Curtis Hotel nt Lenox, arriving thereat 
11 o'clock, The President retained his 
composure, although he allowed aOlicl- 
tudo for the rest of the party. 

The excitement was Intense, and tu- 
mors flew thick nnd fast that the Presi- 
dent had been killed. /After remaining 
at the scene of tho accident for an hour, 
the President determined to continue his 
journey to Stockbrldge. After n brief 
atop at Lenox lie was driven to the train.

"William J." Uartholln, the Clilcugo fugi- 
tive, Is a suicide nnd. the self-confessed 
murderer of his mother and his sweet- 
heart, Minnie Mitchell,: He shot out. his 
life while filling o»*'a'-ahock~of ivbont in 
a fleld;ucnr Lowther, Iowa, probably on 
Sunday. Aug. 31. The body was found 
Friday night. A. Howard County coro- 
ner'a jury established tho Identity of- the 
corpse. 

In the pocket of the coat was found a 
confession of the two unnatural crimes 
lu which Bartholin attempted to implicate 
his sweetheart In the. murder of his 
mother.

• When- Pratt first snw the dark object 
lying on the shock of grain he thought 
It was a sleeping man, but casting his 
suspicions, If bo had any, to tho winds, 
wont about his- work, Later In the day 
Iris curiosity got the better of his earlier 
unconcern and he returned to the Held. 

Hunting out the spot where the object 
rested, to his surprise and horror he 
found a lifeless body. He waited nt the 
roadside until he could hall a passing 
team. In this he was soon successful, 
and n telegram was dispatched by this 
person to Coroner Carpenter at Lime 
Springs. 

The finder of the remains then returned 
to llie Held, Neighbors were called out 
nud enre taken of the body. The cloth- 
ing was searched nnd the Bartholin con- 
fession found. This was carefully scru- 
tinized, nnd the letters and other docu- 
ments contained In the pockets preserved 
for the use aud guidance of Uio coroner's 
jury. 

This confession and accompanying pa- 
pers -were Inter turned over to Coroner 
Carpenter, who presented them to the 
jury impaneled and then retained them In 
his custody. ' At the Inquest witnesses 
concerned* In the finding of the corpse 
gave their testimony and identified the 
confession and the letters as those found 
lu the pockets of the dead man's clothing. 

The jury of three men, Jeremiah ncd 
'William Cnshman anil Michael Howard, 
then returned the following verdict: 

"William J. Bartholin died by his own 
hand of n revolver bullet shot through 
the mouth. Bullet not found."

What Is Elcctrlolty7 

At a time when electricity Is rapidly 
transforming the fnee of the globe, 
when It has already In great measure 
nunlhllntctl distance" nnd bids fair to 
abolish darkness for us, It Is curious to 
notice how completely Ignorant " tho 
plain man" remnlns as to tho Inter .de- 
velopments of electrical theory. 

Some recent correspondence, snys a 
writer In the Academy; has led rue to 
think that n vague notion thnt electrici- 
ty Is n fluid which In some mysterious 
wny flows through a telegraph wlr'o 
like water through a pipe Is about as 
far as ho hns got; nnd If wo add to 
,thls some knowledge of what he calls 
"electric shocks," we should probably 
cxhnust his Ideas on tho subject. Yet 
this is not to be wondered at. Even 
tho most Instructed physicists can do 
nothing but guess ns to what electricity 
Is, nud tho only point on which they 
ngree Is as to what it Is not. There Is, 
In fact, a perfect consensus of opinion 
nmong scientific writers that It Is not 
a fluid— l; e., a continuous stream of 
ponderable matter, as Is a liquid or a 
gas— nud that It Is not n form of energy, 
as Is heat Outside this limit the sci- 
entific Imagination Is nt liberty to roam 
where Itllscetli, nnd although It has used 
this liberty to a considerable extent, no 
definite -result has followed up to tho 
present time.

The rnilwny nillcage of the United" 
States has pawed the 200,000 mile mark, 
The figures at tho close of 1001 were ap- 
proximately, 10D,S25 miles, and .the con- 
struction 't or the first Blx months of 1002' 
brings the total up to 201,830 miles, the 
track laid during the Orst half of this 
year on 155 lines aggregating 2,314 miles, 
This la nearly 500 miles in excess of the 
new mileage for the first six months ot 
1001, when 1,817 miles were built. ' Tho 
total for the twelve months last year 
was. 6,222 miles, and if the same ratio is 
maintained this year It will readily b» 
seen that the construction for 1002 will 
easily exceed 0,000 miles. Tracklaylng 
thus far this year has bcea distributed
